School Committee retreat Tuesday 
Committee, Superintendent brainstorm ideas: 
for transparency, efficiency

WILMINGTON—The School 
Committee on Tuesday held a retreat, 
something that isn’t unusual. 

But what was new about it was that it 
was the first official meeting with 
Superintendent Mary DeLai, who 
started the job a few weeks ago. So it 
was the beginning of what will be a 
long learning process, both for the 
Committee and for DeLai. 

The Committee brought in Dorothy 
Presser, the President of the Suburban 
Coalition and a member of the 
Lynnfield School Committee, to facili- 
tate discussion and to offer advice. 

Some of her suggestions: the 
Committee should have “business-like 
meetings focused on student achieve- 
ment,” a “good working relationship 
[that] engenders confidence on the 
part of the community.” 

As a group, they talked about what 
former Superintendent Joanne Benton 
did well; they noted their strengths as 
a Committee; they mentioned things 
on which they could improve. 

And they talked about the future. 

For instance, they said they liked the 
length of their meetings. They’re well- 
paced, efficient. 


“J don’t think we waste a lot of time 
at meetings,” said Manny Mulas. 

And Chairwoman Peggy Kane said 
that she wants “the Board to move 
smoothly.” 

Presser stressed the importance of 
repeating questions—those related to 
emergencies, procedure, and so on—at 
meetings. 

“We all should have the answers to 
those questions,” Kane said. 

And DeLai agreed. 

“T don’t think it’s complicated for me 
to collect all the questions,” she said. 
“T love that idea.” 

Mulas did, too. 

“If anyone asks a question, it should 
be answered to all of us,” he said. 

They also wondered about ways to 
increase public involvement. Julie 
Broussard, a member, thought that the 
committee could be more genial. As 
she put it, they need to do a better job 
of recognizing when they have an audi- 
ence. MJ Byrnes suggested that they 
could also be more accessible online. 
They could put their e-mails on the dis- 
trict website. 

And Kane said that it’s important to 
greet anyone who attends the meet- 
ings. 

Kathleen Carol, another member, 
said that they even have trouble get- 
ting parental involvement in other 
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areas—namely, search committees, es 

But Mulas observed that people will 
only get involved if something piques 
their interest. 

“And that’s just the nature of people,” 
he said. 

Still, DeLai, since she is still in ‘the 
“learning phase” of her transition, said 
she would collaborate with other 
administrators for a newsletter and 
suggested that the district consider 
starting parent coffee nights, some- 
thing for which she’d solicit volun- 
teers. And Ginny Bonish, another 
member of the Committee, said they 
could give out more information’ about 
the School Committee at open houses, 

DeLai also discussed a_ potential 
change to the town’s district strategie 
plan: in the future, they’d explore 
shifting it from five years to three. 

But, right now, she was focused on 
her entry plan, which has her meeting 
town officials and other interestéd par- 
ties—the learning process—for the 
first. few months of her tenure. The 
plan itself will take the entire year, she | 
said. 

She needed approval for the plan, and 
the Committee gave it to her. unani- 
mously. 

“Thank you. This is very exciting,” 
she said. 


One hundred years ago... 


You could say Smitty ran the high school:

WILMINGTON - One hundred years 
ago, five small boys came to Wilmington 
to live with Harry and Sydney Miller, on 
a small lane off Glen Road near Silver 
Lake. They were orphans, placed with 
the Millers by the state. There was 
Clarence Putnam, Bobby Clark, Louis 
Brazee, Georgie Hill and a boy they 
called Lester Harris. 

It wasn’t until he was married that 
some people realized that his full name 
was Lester Harris Smith. He later 
became known as “Smitty.” 

The Millers had no children of their 
own but eventually raised some 20 foster 
children. Harry Miller was from an old 
Wilmington family, and he worked in the 
Apollo Chocolate Co., owned by Fred 
Roberts. Sydney spoke with a thick Irish 
brogue. 

The boys were raised to work hard. 
Every afternoon, while other children 
would dawdle coming home from 
school, the Miller boys would run home 
to work in the garden, hoeing and weed- 
ing. And once that was done, there were 
chickens to feed and other chores too. 

The Miller place was across the street 
from the home of Peter and Caroline 
Neilson. Their son Larz, who later 
founded the Town Crier, was about the 
same age as the Miller boys. 

“Sydney kept them going,” Larz wrote. 
“She used to tell them that they should 
work as hard as that boy up the street, 
and my mother told me the same thing, 
that I should work as hard as the Miller 
boys. It was a boyhood gyp, and proba- 
bly those Miller boys worked two or 
three times harder than I did. 

“When the Miller boys got home from 
school, they were treated to fresh home- 
made bread, hot from the oven and 
smothered with lard and then covered 
with sugar. Sometimes I was down there 
and shared the treat. There was a table 
in the kitchen, with a chair for Harry 
and a chair for Sydney. The Miller boys 
sat on the floor, with their backs to the 
wall, to eat their home baked bread and 
sugar, and so did I.” 

As he grew up, Lester Harris, as he

was called, went to work for Larz’s 
uncle, “Pop” Neilson, on the farm on the 
other side of Lubbers Brook. He plowed 
the fields where the town hall now 
stands, He would drive the work horses 
and milk the cows. The farmhouse still 
stands at the corner of Harnden Street 
and Glen Road. 

Lester married Thora Christensen, 
who worked for Mildred and Eddie 
Neilson. The wedding took place in the 
Neilson house, where Jay Tighe now 
lives. 

“Smitty” had various jobs around 
town. For many years, worked at the 
McMahon Funeral Home, tending the 
grounds and helping Joe McMahon with 
the business. 

In 1950, the town built a new high 
school, the first phase of the existing 
high school. The first custodian of the 
new school was John Ritchie, later a 
police officer and football coach. He 
resigned in 1952, and “Smitty” became 
the high school custodian. When two 
additions were built, more custodians 
were added, and “Smitty” became the 
head custodian. 

He was the man who unlocked the 
doors in the morning and locked them at 
night. Of course, he tended the boilers, 
pushed the mops and took care of the 
building. 


But his job was bigger than that’ He 
was the man who gently chided ‘the: 
youngster who was in the washroorii: 
‘stealing a smoke’ He was the man who! 
helped a teacher who was trying ‘for-a: 
special arrangement of some sort ‘or 
another in a classroom. He was«the 
man who was always helpful. Children’s” 
organizations such as Little League, the:

There was a time in the early : 19603, 
when Smitty fell from the top of the high’ 
school gymnasium. He was seriously 
injured. While he was recovering; sever- 
al students, football and basketball/play- 
ers would go to his home to help out:» 

At the end of 1967 came the sad_news 
that Smitty had died. He was onlyi59. 4 

The Smith name carries on, though, in, 
service to the town. Smitty’s son Doug 
still works for the Water Department, 
His daughter, Ella Efraimson, worked:in 
the kitchen at the West Intermediate 
School. Grandsons Mark and Scott: 
Smith and Carl Efraimson all work for 
the DPW in the water, tree and highway 
departments. And a fourth generation, 
Derik Smith, also works for the DPW. »

IRS scam uses ‘spoofed’ police 
telephone numbers

Taordine to.a log released 
by: Winchester Police, a resi- 
dent »received a call from 
202-506-9775 at 10AM stating 
the caHer was from the IRS 
and..that there were war- 
rants..out for the resident’s 
arrest-unless he paid a fee. 
The: tesident wanted confir- 
mation that this was a legit- 
imate phone call, but the 
person: speaking (“Damon 
Marshall”) hung-up. At 
approximately 11:03AM he 
got-another call from the 
Winchester Police 
Department’s actual busi-

ual «on the phone stated he 
was >with the Winchester 
Police Department and that 
there: were warrants for the

Department. The resident 
called and confirmed it was 
the WED but did not ask any 
further questions, only con- 
firmed number, say police.

$5000<on prepaid cards and 
call) back with the serial 
numbers. The resident went 
to<C€VS, got 10 MoneyPak 
prepaid cards with $500 each 
on them (total $5000), called 
the number back, and gave 
eachzof the serial numbers 
om «the back to “Damon 
Marshall”. . 

‘Police say that the suspect 
in ‘this.case was apparently 
using a “spoofing” device, 
which. masks their real 
phone;number, and shows it 
to.be:whatever number they 
wish to program in to the 
device. They are sold on the 


Internet as a “hoax” device 
to spoof friends for fun, how- 
ever it is clearly being used 
for illegal purposes. The 
suspects can program any 
number into the device, even 
that of government agen- 
cies, 


. Once the information on 


the pre-paid cards is trans- 
mitted to the person on the 
other end of the phone, they 
immediately redeem the 


.cards and the money is 


almost always immediately 
cashed. Most of these calls 
originate outside the coun- 
try or outside of the local 
area. 

The Internal Revenue 
Service also issued a strong 
warning for consumers to 
guard against sophisticated 
and aggressive phone scams 
targeting taxpayers, includ- 
ing recent immigrants, as 
reported incidents of this 
crime continue to rise 
nationwide. 

Tewksbury Police reported 
last week that people have 
reported a_ particularly 
aggressive phone scam in 
the last several months. 
Immigrants are frequently 
targeted. Potential victims 
are threatened with deporta- 
tion, arrest, having their 


utilities shut off, or having 


their driver’s licenses 
revoked. Callers are fre- 
quently insulting or hostile - 
apparently to scare their 
potential victims. 

Potential victims may be 
told they are entitled to big 
refunds, or that they owe 
money that must be paid 
immediately to the IRS. 
When unsuccessful the first 
time, sometimes phone 
scammers call back trying a 
new strategy. 

The IRS will always send 
taxpayers a written notifica- 
tion of any tax due via the 
U.S. mail. The IRS never 
asks for credit card, debit 
card or prepaid card infor- 
mation over the telephone. 
For more information or to 
report a scam, go to 
www.irs.gov. and_ type 
"scam" in the search box. 

Other characteristics of 
this seam include: 

eScammers use _ fake 
names and IRS badge num- 
bers. They generally use 
common names and sur- 
names to identify them- 


selves, 

eScammers may be ane to 
recite the last four digits of 
a victim’s Social Security 
number. 

eScammers spoof the IRS 
toll-free number on caller ID 
to make it appear that it’s 
the IRS calling, like the case 
above in Winchester. 

eScammers sometimes 
send bogus IRS emails to 
some victims to support 
their bogus calls. 

eVictims hear background 
noise of other calls being 
conducted to mimic a call 
site. 

eAfter threatening victims 
with jail time or driver’s 
license revocation, scam- 
mers hang up and others 
soon call back pretending to 
be from the local police or 
DMYV, and the caller ID sup- 
ports their claim. 

If you. get a phone call 
from someone claiming to 


be from the IRS, here’s what - 


you should do: 
eIf you know you owe taxes 


‘or you think you might owe 


taxes, call the IRS at 
1.800.829.1040. The IRS 
employees at that line can 
help you with a payment 
issue, if there really is such 
an issue. 

elf you know you don’t owe 
taxes or have no reason to 
think that you owe any taxes 
(for example, you’ve never 
received a bill or the caller 
made some bogus threats as 
described above), then call 
and report the incident to 


the Treasury Inspector 
General for ax 
Administration at 
1.800.366.4484. 


elf you’ve been targeted by 
this scam, you should also 
contact the Federal Trade 
Commission and use their 
“FTC Complaint Assistant” 
at FTC.gov. Please add "IRS 
Telephone Scam" to the 
comments of your com- 
plaint. 

Taxpayers should be aware 
that there are other unrelat- 
ed scams (such as a lottery 
sweepstakes) and _ solicita- 
tions (such as debt relief) 
that fraudulently claim to be 
from the IRS. 

The IRS, encourages tax- 
payers to be vigilant against 
phone and email scams that 
use the IRS as a lure. The 
IRS does not initiate contact 


with taxpayers by email to 
request personal or finan- 
cial information. This 
includes any type of elec- 
tronic communication, such 
as text messages and social 
media channels. The IRS 
also does not ask for PINs, 
passwords or similar confi- 
dential access information 
for credit card, bank or 
other financial accounts.

ect; and then lease the structure back to a 
non-profit organization comprised of repre- 
sentatives from a variety of community 
stakeholders. That non-profit, the 
Wilmington Arena Authority, filed bylaws 
with-the Attorney General in June 1985 that 
delineated exactly the roles of the Board of 
Directors. 

‘The composition of the Board of Directors, 
and specifically the qualifications to serve 
on it, was intended to ensure that the prom- 
ise to make this facility a Wilmington 
resource was kept. Former Wilmington High 
School Athletic Director, Jim Gillis, authored 
those bylaws. 

The Board was comprised of six members 
with the following qualifications (names of 
original board members): one representa- 
tive each from Wilmington Youth Hockey 
(Bill Savosik), Wilmington Skating Club 
(Sue Farkas), Wilmington Recreation 
Department (Jack Cushing), Wilmington 
Law’ Enforcement (Bob _ Shelley), 
Wilmington High School (WHS) Athletic 
Department (James Gillis) and one commu- 
nity member at large (Dick Gunn). Gillis 
originally served as chairman of the author- 
ity, but left the board around the time the 
Bruihs signed on, in the late 1980s. 

As Newhouse pointed out in his comments, 
the Wilmington Arena Authority is now 
¢alled the Investment In Youth Foundation 
(IIYF). The bylaws no longer reflect a mem- 
bership requirement in the above stakehold- 
érs, and IRS filings indicate a number of 
grants to out-of-town private Catholic 
schools and organizations. Even the website 
and .email addresses listed on those tax 
rétutns are defunct, contributing to con- 
cerns about transparency. 

“What that group has done to the kids and 

people of Wilmington is a disgrace,” says 
Jim Gillis. “Because, very simply, the towns- 
people voted to rezone that land for the pur- 
pose of benefitting the kids of Wilmington, 
and once that group changed directives, they 
took’'a different course, and each year it got 
worse for the kids of Wilmington for sched- 

g and ability to have ice time.” 

‘Gillis said that during his tenure as 
Athletic Director the school rented ice in 
Léwell, Reading, Tewksbury, and Stoneham. 
According to former Chair of Wilmington 
aay Hockey, John Foley, after the rink 

ed to a for-profit company to operate the 
facility in 2005, rates for ice reportedly 
increased significantly, going from $180 per 
hour, to $265 per hour. 

Last year the Wilmington High School boys 
and girls hockey teams each played seven 
home games at Ristuccia, a lower than aver- 
age.t number. Out of twenty games, ten should 
have been on home ice. Two home games for 
each team were played in Stoneham. 
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Wilmington youth hockey parents have 
complained for years that the times for prac- 
tices are often impractical for youngsters, 
that private schools and skating clubs seem 
to get better ice access, and that the needs of 
local interests are downplayed. 

After Gillis left, Al Reidy, a colleague of 
Bernard Ristuccia and involved with the 
arena from the beginning, became chair of 
the Arena authority. His wife, Arlene Reidy, 
was hired as general manager to run the 
rink. The Town Crier spoke to Arlene this 
week, to ask her about the changes to the 
bylaws and board composition over the 
years. 

“The board had all the people on it that Jim 
Gillis thought should be on it,” said Reidy. 
“That (the board composition) is not a 
requirement, however it did continue that 
way for a number of years. The board was 15 
people, and how many people are going to be 
available to continue year after year? We 
had John Ritchie representing Wilmington 
High School for years. Kevin Creedon was 
involved with Wilmington Youth Hockey. Our 
people are Wilmington locals. We have had 
that continue, it’s just that the nature of the 
non-profit changed.” 

Today the board has dwindled down to four 
people, Ken Del Rossi, Kevin Creedon, Kevin 
Sullivan, and Joanne ‘McCarthy. The bylaws 
also changed, though, taking out the require- 
ment that membership is made up of certain 
Wilmington stakeholders, including repre- 
sentatives of the Wilmington Skating Club, 
law enforcement, WHS, and the recreation 
department. Who took the votes to make 
those bylaw changes remains unclear at this 
time. 

So, what happened? In 2005, well after 
those bylaw changes were made and the 
board had shed some membership - without 
replacements being found to step in, Al 
Reidy was diagnosed. with terminal cancer. 
Before his death that summer, Arlene says 
Al wanted to ensure the continuation of the 
rink. Though Arlene managed the opera- 
tions of the rink, the board, she says, “knew 
at the time that it was Al who knew how to 
make that business continue,” in part 
because of the myriad restrictions being a 
non-profit had on the business. 

“Al was very sick with horrible end-stage 
cancer, and he would not abandon the mis- 
sion of that rink. He sat down with Bernie 
Ristuccia and said that they [the board] will 
offer grant dissemination until the funds 
wind down,” explained Arlene. “He also 
asked if Ristuccia would let someone else 
take over the lease.” 

That’s when Bob Rotundo, with a for-profit 
enterprise, was brought in to operate the 
rink 


In November 2005 the Wilmington Arena 
Authority filed for a title change, and 
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changed the name to Investment in Youth 
Foundation and stopped operating the rink 
entirely, and existed only to distribute 
remaining funds in the form of grants to 
other 501c3 organizations. 

“We changed our name so that it was clear 
that we wouldn’t be running the rink,” said 
Arlene. 

But confusion grew in the community 
because Arlene took on dual roles, one with 
the ITYF as the business manager for the 
board, to “eventually get to the dissolution 
process,” and another working for Rotundo 
handling the schedule, accounts payable, 
insurance review, and liaising with the 
Bruins, as she had been doing when the 
Authority operated the rink, but with one 
caveat. Reidy works entirely from her home 
in Plymouth, a condition she says she gave 


both Rotundo and the ITYF board before © 


agreeing to take on those roles, because it 
was too painful to return to the arena follow- 
ing the death of her husband. 

As for the grants, so named Albert F. 
Reidy, Jr. grants, Arlene says they are dis- 
seminated annually to other 501c3 organiza- 
tions that apply. She states that Wilmington 
Youth Hockey has received grants of $8,000- 
$10,000 annually. Wilmington skating club 
receives closer to $2,500 -$5,000 as it is a 
much smaller organization. 

In the most recent return available pub- 
licly, 2012, grant recipients listed were limit- 
ed to Lowell Catholic High School and Austin 
Preparatory High School, for $6,000 each, 
and Wilmington Skating Foundation for

$5,000. However, those grants were to ‘subsi- 
dize the purchase of equipment and -pni- 
forms for the boys and girls hockey ‘pro- 
grams’ The Wilmington Skating foundation 
grant was used to “supplement ice costs, off- 
set increased program fees from the USFS, 
purchasing training materials, and offset the 
cost of an ‘early skating trainer’” 
When a 501c3 winds down its operations 
and is disseminating funds, those funds have 
to be used for qualified expenditures, which 
ITYF verifies through an application 
process. Reidy said that though she worked 
with town officials in the past to try). to 
donate through a 501c3, tax laws prohibited 
passing funds through friends of? or booster: 
type organizations, such as the Face-Off 
Club. got 
In 2012, the Town Crier cannot verify. any 
grants to the Wilmington Youth Hockey 
Program, or any other Wilmington based. 


‘organization other than the skating founda- 


tion, as indicated above. 

Many questions remain and the Town Crier 
is working to uncover the details of how 
these changes have occurred and will report 
its findings to the public. The Town Crier ‘is 
talking to the key stakeholders and endéav- 
ors to set the record straight between myth 
and reality. The Board of Selectmen wilf bé 
inviting the members of the ITYF to an 
upcoming selectmen meeting to discuss how 
the board structure has changed. The next. 
meeting of the selectmen is Monday, August 
18, but it is not yet determined if the IFVF 
board will be on that date’s agenda.

It was during kinder- 
garten that Ben Maynard 
received a flier about the 
children’s race and decid- 
ed to participate, motivat- 
ed at first simply by a 
desire to ride his bike.

As time 
passed, Ben and Sophia 
continued to participate in 
the race, raising more and 
more money with each 
year. In their third year, 
they totaled $4,700 in dona- 
tions, only to top it the next 
year with $6,500. 

Their father, Greg, a pro-

fessional fundraiser, has 
assisted with these efforts 
while trying to impress 
upon his children how 
vitally important the race 
is to cancer research and 
patients. 

“When I was growing up,

Wounded cop lives to tell story in new book 


_ BY RYAN LAROCHE 

Pana Owen took two bul- 
lets to the head. He survived. 
After? recovering, - Owen 
brought the men responsible 
to justice. 

‘Sounds like a pretty good 
tagline for the next Hollywood 
‘ blockbuster. It’s not. It’s a 
true story as told by the offi- 
cer who lived through it. Dana 
Owen was a member of the 
MDC: (Metropolitan District 
Commission who in 1992 
merged with the state police) 
in 1975 when a carload of sus- 
pects attempted to gun down 
he and his partner, Bob Power. 
They were unsuccessful. 


That turned out to be bad © 


news for the criminals, as 
Owen | recovered from the 
shooting and along with 


United States Postal 
Inspectors Bill O’Leary and 
Fred Ricker, plus North 
Reading Detectives Edward 
Hayes and Sergeant Henry 
Purnell, and the 
Massachusetts State Police 
tracked down each of the men 
responsible for nearly -killing 
him. Of the seven men 
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NORTH READING’S 
DANA OWEN 


thought to be involved in the 
robbery and subsequent 
shooting, five were convicted 
(one died before he could face 
charges and a jury found 
another not guilty). 

Owen, formerly of 
Abbington but now residing in 
North Reading, details every 
step of the process - from get- 
ting shot and being left for 
dead in Winchester to eventu- 
ally seeing each man get his 
day in court - almost from 
memory. Some information 
came from a memory book 
compiled by his wife, Sandra, 
and some came from newspa- 
per clippings and _ police 
reports. Mostly, though, it was 
his own memory of the events 
seared. into his brain that 
helped him write his book. 

“Shotgunned” - an appro- 
priate title as the criminals, 
referred to as the Ten Hills 
Gang due to their being based 
out of the Ten Hills Cafe in 
Somerville, used a shotgun to 
take Owen down - begins by 
detailing how Owen and his 
partner ended up chasing the 
suspects into Winchester, 
eventually stopping them at 
the corner of Washington and 
Swanton streets. The gang 
had stolen a Postal truck con- 
taining $100,000 with the help 
of a man on the inside. 

When the gang opened fire, 
Owen was struck twice in the 
head - first, as they drove 
down Washington Street, and 
second, once the vehicles had 
stopped at the corner with 
Swanton Street. Somehow, 
after the first shot, Owen kept 
driving. After the second, he

hit the ground in a puddle of 
his own blood. 

He said he remembered 
everything very clearly. 

It took Owen five years to 
complete the book with the 
help of former news anchor 
Ron Gollobin and _ editor 
Athena Yerganian (Owen 
called her the closer). Owen 
met Gollobin during the 
ordeal and reconnected with 
him five years ago. He said 
Gollbin was the reporter he 
trusted most.

© 'The story opens with a 
quick series of flashbacks as 
Hercules works through a trio 
of ‘his legendary 12 labours 


(the Nemean Lion, the 
Iernaean Hydra, the 
Erymanthian Boar) to 


appease the goddess Hera, the 
wife of Zeus, his alleged 
father. 

° In the present, Hercules is 
commissioned by Lord Cotys 
to’ rescue Thrace from a 
marauding army led by 
Rhesus, purported to be a cen- 
taur. This being ancient 
Greece, separating myth from 
reality is a rather tricky 
proposition. 

» “Actually, this is an integral 
part of the script. Is Hercules 
a demi-god or just a regular 
flesh-and-blood guy with mas- 
sive strength? It’s an intrigu- 
ing idea and one that adds to 
the richness of the story. 
When Hercules’ nephew 
Iolaus volubly recounts some 
of his epic adventures, 


Hercules is inclined to roll his 
eyes and smile. 

Ratner has assembled an 
impressive cast, starting with 
Dwayne Johnson as Hercules, 
an actor with the on-screen 
charisma to match his 
impressive physique. There’s 
also Ian McShane for semi- 
comic’ relief as Amphiaraus, 
an augur (or seer) who gets 
precious few tantalizing hints 
from the gods to see the 
future. 

Toss in Rufus Sewell as the 
Spartan Autolycus, Ingrid 
Bolso Berdal as the archer 
Atalanta, Aksel Hennie as the 
mute but fierce Tydeus, and 
you’ve got a very appealing 
company of companions. John 
Hurt as Cotys and Joseph 
Fiennes as the rather prissy 
King Eurystheus simply add 
to the depth of an already 
strong cast. 

The script ismore intricate 
than expected, in a good way, 
with a few unexpected twists 
and a back story about 
Hercules and a tragic loss 
that engages our interest. 

Care and attention have 
clearly been paid to the cos- 
tumes’and the sets in terms of 
authenticity, and director of 
photography Dante Spinotti 
delivers beautiful panoramic 
views of rugged landscapes of 
northern Greece. 

The battle scenes are 
impressively choreographed 
and, while there is a fair 
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degree of violence, it never 
feels gratuitous. The climactic 
scene, when our. hero bellows 
“I am Hercules!” is stirring. 
The film is a decent take in 
the closing weeks of summer.

Even the most fervent fans 
of Cameron Diaz or Jason 
Segel will find little to like in 
Sex Tape, a terrible comedy

The movie was almost 
filmed, at least partially, at 
the Parker Middle School in 
Reading until school officials 
voted against a request to 
film there, due to the subject 
matter of the storyline. 

Diaz and Segel stars as 
Annie and Jay, a happily mar- 
ried couple with two kids. 

We meet them first as col- 
lege students, endlessly inter- 
ested in each other sexually 
and prone to shagging when- 
ever and wherever the mood 
strikes. 

That means hilarious snip- 
pets of bouncy yet unconvine- 
ing sex in unlikely places. 

Diaz narrates the begin- 
ning of the movie, explaining 
in the mommy blog she writes 
about how passion dies after 
10 years and two kids. 

She and hubby do their 
best to bring sexy back 
(naked on the kitchen floor, 
shots of tequila, romance 
books) and in the end they 
tape themselves on their iPad 
to spice things up. 

By mistake, a copy of the 
video goes out to many people 
they know after it is acciden- 
tally uploaded to the iCloud 
(Annie and Jay gave out 
Apple devices for gifts). 

So they have to run around 
to try to retrieve all the 
copies. 

This handily turns Sex 
Tape from a dull movie into a 
bad sitcom. That's pretty 
much it. 

Weirdly, most of the char- 
acters around Diaz and Segel 
work quite well. Ellie Kemper 
and Rob Corddry are strange 
and funny as our leads' best 
friends, and Rob Lowe is suit-

laced head of a corporation — 
who turns out to have a wild 
side. (The character's dog has 
one or two good moments with 


Jason Segel.) 
Director Jake Kasdan

then it was still relatively new). 

He joined the MDC for his father who had 
fought in World War II and died a few years 
later of a service-connected illness. Owen was 
granted 4A status in the Vietnam War draft as 
the “sole surviving son.” Therefore, since he 
couldn’t fight in Vietnam, he joined the police 
force. 

It turned out that the men who shot Owen 
were no more than career criminals, having 
committed multiple robberies beforehand (and 
even more after Owen’s ordeal). If this all 
sounds familiar - cop getting shot by criminals 
who shouldn’t have been on the street - it’s 
because it does resemble the shooting death of 
Woburn Police Officer “Jack” Maguire (minus 
the chase). Maguire responded to. Kohl's 
Department Store after an alarm had been 
triggered. Upon arrival, Domenic Cinelli 
reportedly fatally wounded the officer, but not 
before reports state’that Maguire squeezed off 
a round from his revolver and fatally wounded 
Cinelli. Other men involved in the robbery 
have since been arrested and now await a trial 
date. 

For Owen, the trials have all passed and all 
but one of the suspects has since passed away. 
In fact, Owen tried to contact the surviving 
gang member to interview him for the book, 
but he declined. He was, however, able to inter- 
view Howie Winter, former head of the Winter 
Hill Gang. At the time, some thought the shoot- 
ers were members of Winter’s gang. During 
the meeting, Winter confirmed that they were 
not. 

Owen admitted that the former gang boss 
was a gentleman and friendly. In the book, 
Owen shares a picture of the two and instead of 
looking like a former cop posing with a former 
gang boss, it simply looks like two old friends 
reconnecting. 

“I didn’t know what to expect, meeting 
him,” Owen said, “but it was a fascinating 
interview.” 

One person he didn’t have to interview was 
his wife, Sandra. They met when she was a 
nurse at Malden Hospital. Her nursing skills 
came in quite handy while Owen: recovered 
from his wounds. After surgery, she took him

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Sandra also wrote a chapter in 
the book detailing her reaction to discovering 
her husband had been shot. Owen said she 
wrote the chapter in one sitting. 

Asked how she felt about reliving the 
moment, Owen said she was “glad to be 
asked.” In the 37 years since the incident, it 
was the first time anyone ever asked her about 
it. 

Since he’s not a writer, Owen was concerned 
about the book. However, after reading the first 
chapter, Gollobin, who the former MDC cop 
asked to co-write the book, told Owen to keep 
going on his own. 

The whole ordeal lasted 11 years, from the 
shooting to the final conviction. In all, six men 
were involved: four who committed the actual 
robbery, an inside man at the post office and 
the man responsible for procuring the guns 
and disguises. Today, Owen receives phone 
calls every couple of years from the parole 
board in Washington, D.C. asking if he wants 
the men responsible paroled. At first, he would 
respond sarcastically: “Oh, you mean the men 
who tried to kill me?” Now, he just says no. 
Clearly, whomever is calling (probably a dif- 
ferent person each time) doesn’t know the 
story and is just going down a list asking the 
same question to each person. 

Beside catharsis and getting his story out to 
the public, Owen said he wrote the book ‘for his 
fellow officers who have been shot. He said 
that too often after the shooting the officer is 
forgotten. He mentioned meeting Woburn 
Police Officer Jack Maguire several times, 
someone who has fortunately not been forgot- 
ten since he was gunned down back in 2010 
(several years later, Officer Robert Denapoli 
was shot during a botched robbery of Musto’s 
Jewelers in Woburn. He survived). 

Owen’s shooting, and Maguire’s and 
Denapoli’s, are a reminder that officers do not 
have to work in major cities like Boston to get 
shot. Owen’s book may help to remind people 
that no matter where they patrol, officers put 
their lives in danger every time they leave the 
house.

How to ease your dental a 


Few people relish the idea 
of going to the dentist. 
Dentists prod and poke sensi- 
tive areas of the mouth, but 
their efforts are for the benefit 
of their patients. 


Fear of the dentist's chair 
is not uncommon, and that 
anxiety prevents millions of 
people from seeking proper 
preventative dental care. The 
consequences of succumbing 
to those fears extend beyond 
pain or lost teeth. Diseases of 
the mouth have been linked to 
other ailments, including dia- 
betes, stroke and heart dis- 
ease. 

A fear of the dentist may 
stem from past unpleasant 
experiences, such as a dentist 
with a poor chair-side manner, 
while others may fear the lack 
of control they experience 
while in a dentist's chair. 
According to Ellen Rodino, 
PhD, who has studied dental 
fear, lying down with a dentist 
hovering above you can be off- 
putting. Couple that with the 
discomfort many people have 
when instruments that inter- 
fere with their ability to com- 
municate are placed in their 
mouths, and fear of the dental 
chair does not seem so unrea- 
sonable. 

Easing fears at the dental 
office involves communication 
with the dentist and his or her 
staff; as well as finding a den- 
tist with whom you feel com- 
fortable. Working through 
your fears of the dentist is an 
important step toward getting 


the oral health care you need. 


Gagging 


According to the American 
Dental Association, authors of 
the study, "Gagging and Its 
Associations With Dental 
Care-Related Fear, Fear of 
Pain and Beliefs About 
Treatment" found patients 
who have a higher frequency 
of gagging problems during a 


. dental visit are more likely to 


experience higher levels of 
dental care-related fear and 
fear of pain. They also may 
have more negative beliefs 
about dental professionals and 
dental treatment. 


Patients should discuss 
their propensity for gagging 
with the dentist or hygienist in 
advance. Some dentists can 
recommend nose breathing 
and other relaxation tech- 
niques. Distractions, such as 
televisions in the examination 
room, also can help to relieve 
anxiety and the likelihood that 
you may gag while in the den- 
tist's chair. 


Dentist also may opt for 
smaller cleaning instruments 
or take other measures to 
reduce the liklihood of stimu- 
lating a gagging reflex. 


Sounds 

The sounds of cleaning 
tools and drills elicit fear in 
many people. But ignoring or 
avoiding such sounds can help 
men and women conquer their 


fears of the dentist's chair. On 
your next dental visit, bring a 
pair of headphones and some 
favorite music to listen to 
while you're in the chair. 


Pain 
Some dentists cause unnec- 
essary fear in _ patients 


because they assume every 
person in the chair has the 
same pain threshold. One per- 
son may be able to tolerate a 
tooth extraction without 
numbing, while another may 
need pain relief for a routine 
cleaning. 


Fearful patients should 
make their needs and fears 
known. Speak to your dentist 


about what can be done ‘to 
deal with the pain. Discuss‘the 
procedure and find out if novo- 
caine or another pain reliéver 
can be used. Although use ‘of 
nitrous oxide, commonly 
known as laughing gas, -+has 
diminished in dental prac- 
tices, a dentist may offer med- 
ication to relieve anxiety or 
even sedate patients who are 
especially nervous. 


Pain may be more tolera- 
ble if you ask the dentist to 
take frequent breaks or use a 
numbing agent on your gums. 
Dentists may prescribe a sen- 
sitivity-relieving toothpaste . 
prior to certain dental proce- 
dures if your teeth are sensi- 
tive to hot and cold. :
